Louis, to take a train to go to the army 
hospital at Hot Springs, fear was expressed 
that he might die before reaching his desti- 
nation. During the day Dr. Louis H. Behrens, 
house physician at the Southern, said the at- 
tempt to remove him might prove fatal, but 
Attorney Pearson, who, through another 
physician, is keeping posted on Col, Tucker's 
physical condition, declared that if the 
colonel was able tb travel he might just as 
well come to Chicago.

Detective Sergeant 
William V. Blaul of the Chicago police force, 
who arrested Col. Tucker at Decatur, IIL, 
early Tuesday morning, returned to Chi- 
cago, convinced that to force Col Tuckér 
back here without his undergoing an opera- 
tion would prove disastrous, 


Blames Mrs. Platt for All. 

“Many false statements have been pub- 
lished as coming from me and while I am op- 
pesed to publicity I feel it a duty to myself 
and my gon to have the public get the real 
facts,’’ began Mre. Tucker. “ Don't let the 
impression get out that what I sey is in a 
spirit of revenge. The statement thet our do- 
mestic troubles began ten years ago is wrong. 
I am not aware of any sertoug trouble until 
it was o¢casioned by my husband’s infatua- 
tion for this womamnl—Myrtle L. Platt—who 
appears to have complete control over him. 

“The only previous trouble was caused 
through his allowing himself to become ad- 
dicted to drink and: that is the cause of his 
present physical condition, and I can produce 
feputable physicians to proveit. The state- 
ment that his present weakéned condition or 
breakdown is due to his domestic ‘troubles 
and the publicity attending them is errone- 
ous. In 1899, the year following the Cuban 
war, he underwent one month’s treatment in 
the Keeley institute at Dwight, Ill., and 
was pronounced cured. But his good be- 
havior lasted onéiy sixteen months, for when 
he returned from Alaska he fell into his old 
drinking hebits. 

“I can produce letters of the most affec- 


tionate character from him until November, 


1906. When he ceased writing to me from 
Manila my friends there told me of the con- 
duct between him and the Platt woman. 


Says Husband Refuses to See Her. 

“TI never saw this woman in my \ife, and 
would not know her if she stepped before me 
this instant, but can tell all abouther. She 
is the widow of an army officer who died 
in Manila, and was teaching in the govern- 
ment’s school of domestic science there when 
my husband met and became infatuated with 
her. I have not seen him since his return to 
Manila, and neither has my son seen him, and 
all efforts to have him correspond with us or 
to receive us have failed, It was in May of 
1007 that he came back to Chicago. I made 
every effort to hold # conversation with him, 
but it was no-use. : 

“Then my son, Capt. Tucker, in the pree- 
ence of my mother and my lawyer, tried to 
make an engagement with the colonel over 
the telephone, but he would not listen, and 
when my son entered the front door of the 
colonel’s office he departed through a rear 
door. I have positive proof that Mrs. Piatt 
preceded my husband back to the United 
States on the previous transport, Col. Tuck- 
er arrived at San Francisco in April, 1507, but 
I had to get my ‘information of his landirg 
from the paymaster general. That's what the 
colonel thought of me. 


Went Motoring with Mrs. Piatt. 

“ Arriving at San Franciseo he immediate- 
ty got a week's leave of absence and with 
Mrs. Platt went automobDiling and otherwise 
had a good time. They lived together at the 
Portland, hotel, where I had previousiy 
stopped and was well known, and they tray- 
eled east together and stopped at certain ho- 
tels en route. Then they lived together in 
apartments of his sister, Mrs. Jennie T. Jonn- 
ston, in Oak Park, and Col. Tucker subse- 
quently visited Mrs. Platt at the home of her 
brother, Georgé H. Frey, at Raton, N. M.,

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PAPER MADE OF CORN STALKS 


Government Chemists Find .a 
Substitute for Wood Pulp. 


. 


IT MEANS LOWER PRICES. 


Danger of Famine May Be averted by 
the Discovery. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
The chemists of the department of agricul- 
ture believe they have solved the problem of 
cheaper paper that will dispense altogether 
with the use of wood fiber. The new mate 
rial is the ordinary cornstalk now used enly 
as fodder. 

The goverment chemists today predicted 
when the manufacture of the new kind of 
paper is started on a large scale it will be at 
least SO per cent cheaper than the print paper 
now made from wood pulp. 

It also will put &n end to the danger of a 
pulp famine, which already has begun to as- 
sume alarming proportions. Prodigal ex- 
travagance in the cutting down of forests, 
forest fires, and the increased demand for 
wood of the spruce tree caused by the growth 
of newspapers all over the world have threat- 
ened to exhaust ail the world's supply of 
paper material. 


Long Hunt Is Ended. 
Many experiments have been made to dis- 


‘cover some other material to replace the 


wood puip. Some 6,000 different materials 
have been tested, but vainly. 

The chemistry bureau of the department of 
agriculture has been one of the most earnest 
workers in this matter for years, but not 
until this week have the results been so posi- 
tively successful as to permit any announce- 
ment, The first practicable samples of the 
new paper have been manufactured by Dr. 
H. 8S. Bristo) and his assistante. 

Dr. Bristol has carried his experiments to 


‘the point of making the paper in five shades. 


The white paper is made from the hard 
outside shell of the stalk and the yellow 
grades from the pith. The yellow grades 
have much longer fiber and resemble the 
paper made from linen rage or cotton. This 
kind of paper is soft and pliable. 

Millions of tons of cornstalke wiil be avail- 
able for this new manufacture. At pres- 
ent the stalks are cut and used only as winter 
food tor the stéck on the farms. 

The process of manufacturing the new i.-- 
vention is much egsier than that {nvolved in 
reducing wood pulp to paper. The chemists 
have used in their experiments the “ soda 
cooked "' process which has béen found to 
be the best for making the finer grades of 
wood pulp papers. But the cornstaiks require 
only about two and a half hours of cooking in 
this process, against thirteen or fourteen 
hours needed ta soften the wood pulp. 


Cost May Be Cut One-Hait. 

So far the new paper has been made in a 
laboratory without special machinery or the 
wholesale production necessary to insure 
cheapness, but the department is going to 
experiment at once on a larger scale and the 
officials believe the price of white paper as 
well ase other grades will be reduced to a 


startling degree. 


The estimates of the department are based 


a 


on the present cost of wood pulp paper, which 
is $138 a ton. With wood costing $8 a cord, 
that is the price of the paper. With corn 
stalks costing about $15 a ton, adding in the 
cost. of bringing the bulky material to the 
Washington laboratory, the cost has been 
about $14 a ton. There ts no doubt in the 
minds of department chemists that Increased 
production will ¢ut this cost in half. 

“Wo special growth of corn is needed,” 
said offe of the chemists today. “ We have 
used the ordinary stalk from the Virginia 
fields, and the kind which is destroyed in 
Avasteful quantities each year can now be 
turned to use. Not only will the cost of 
paper be gteatly reduced, but the farmer 
will have ah added asset in a by-product that 
ought to het him a neat sum each year.”’

2. We consider that the scousation has not 
been proven by preponderance of the evidence 
with respect to any single immoral act, 

$. Therefore, in our judgment, we are not 
warranted to present the said Rev, Alfred W, 
Griffin for trial. 

The findings were signed by the members 
of the investigating committee, which was 
composed of the Rev. Herman Page of St. 
Paul's church, the Rev. P. C. Wolcott of 
Kenilworth, and Attorney BE. A. Otis. 


Rector to Remain in Charges. , 

Foltiowing the report of the investigating 
committee, Vestryman Evans was asked 
whether the Rev. Mr. Griffin would remain 
in charge of the church. 

* Most certainly he will,” replied Mr.

Presence of Coughlin and O’Leary in 
the Lineup Declared to Have Ruined 
the Chances of Detroit. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 14,—[Special.}—Now 
that the world’s series is ended and it will 
not sound disloyal, Detroit baseball fans 
freely admit that with Coughlin and O’ Leary 
in the lineup as they were in the majority 
of the world’s series games the Tigers are 
outclassed utterly by the Cubs.

Benedetto Allegretti Made‘ to 
Pose as Ideal Husband. 


SHOWS EMOTION ON STAND. 


Candy Manufacturer Denies He Ate 
- from Same Dish with Gtrl. 


Benedetto Allegretti ‘Posed as an ideal hus- 
band who seldom spent more than two even- 
ings a week away from home, and Miss Marie 
McLain, his alleged “affinity,” was de- 
scribed as an ‘“‘impressionable kid of 17” 
whose buoyancy had got the better of her, 
curing the progress of Mrs. Allegretti's sepa- 
rate maintenance suit in Judge Ball’s court 
yesterday. 

The “ shadow kiss’ and the chamois that 
were so vividly described by Miss Emma 
Peterson, a witness, the previous day were 
termed an illusion by the attorney for the 
candy manufacturer. Instead of Submitting 
to such a process known as “ powdering,” 
especially when administered by a girl who 
is still in her ‘teens, Allegretti was pictured 
as 4&4 Ian who would utterly abhor such a 
proceeding, and one who at all times was 
mindful of the sanctity of the home.

Girl Admits Writing to Him. 


The expected sensational admissions fro 
Miss McLain did not materialize, titliaach 
she admitted that she wrote a letter to Al- 
legretti after she had been discharged from 
his employ in which she called him “’ Dolly * 
and other endearing terms. Efforts of the at- 
torney for the plaintiff to make:the girl ad- 
mit that a letter addressed to Allegretti in 
} which he was referred to as the “ candy 
kid "" was written by her failed. She did ad- 
mit, however, that a letter received by a man 
named Nyman, taking him to task for sus- 
pecting her relations with Allegretti, was the 
work of herself and the defendant. 

Eating chop suey from the same dish and 
drinking tea from the same cup with a girl of 
tender age was too much for Alleeretti and 
when he was asked whether he and Mise Mc- 
Lain had not dined that way several! times he 
betrayed emotion for the first time during the 
examination. 

“I wish to state positively that I never ate 
from the same dish and drank from the same 
cup with Miss McLain during any luncheon,” 
said Allegretti, “ and the charge that I placed 
my arm about her on @ifferent occasions and 
kissed her is aleofalse. I was no more friend- 
ly to Miss McLain than I was te any other 
of my girl employés and the fact tat I dis- 
charged her is evidence of my independence 
of the girl.’’ 


Allegretti Explains. 
The plaintiff had sought to show that Al- 
legretti was on such intimate terms with Miss 
McLain that the girl's mother took a hand 


home one evening last spring and inquired if 
it were true that Allegretti had eloped or 
contemplated elopement with her daughter. 
Allegretti, however, was at home that night 
and explained matters to the satisfaction of 
|} the womanh, although Mrs. Allegretti con- 
fided that she was suspicious of the couple. 

Much of the testimony hinged about alleged 
appointments made by Allegrettito meet Miss 
McLain at @ North Clark street roller skating 
rink. 

“ Did you ever meet the girl there by ap- 
pointment?™” he was asked. 

**No, but I did meet her there a couple of 
times by accident and escorted her to the 
elevated station.”’ 

“ Did you ever have any prearranged plans 
to meet Mise McLain at any place? ”’ 

“No, the only relation I had with. the girl 
was ae an empiloyé and if I should happen to 
meet her outside I would treat her courteous- 
ly, the same as I would any other girl em- 
ployés.”’ 

Denies He Struck Wife. 


Allegretti described in detail the incident in 
which his wife assaulted Mise McLain after 
she had fellowed him and the girl one night 
in Schiller street. He asserted that he did 
not strike his wife in return with a grip, but 
that in the excitement the grip brushed 
against her face. 

“Did you ever agree after your separa- 
tion to live with your wife again?” Allegretti 
was asked. 

“T made several such proposals to her, but 
she would not listen. I even staid at the old 
home one night after we had parted, and 
tried to make up with my wife. Before I 
went there I had a note forwarded through 
my Htfle daughter.” 

Allegretti said that for some years he had 
been drawing $20 a week from his business, 
ané@ that $16 went to his wife. After their 
separation, however, he asserted that he has 
been drawing but $10 a week, and has heen 
giving hig wife $12. 

Miss McLain did -not appear the least 
abashed when she took the stand. She an- 
sweréd questions directly, and did not hesi- 
tate in recognizing her handwriting !n the 
missives directed to Allegretti.

When asked why she sent such a letter 
to Allegretti after being discharged from 
his employ she answered that she could give 
no reason. It was then that her attorney 
told the court that she was merely an “ im- 
pressionable kid.”

“Peg” was known to every member of 
the. department as the “ fifth assistant mar- 
shal.””

“ Peg,’ so called on account of a wooden 
lez, was taken to the county hospital a few 
days ago, suffering from a complication of 
diseases. When the receiving clerk asked 
him his name, he said he had forgotten it. 

“Just put it down Peg,”’ he said, “ and 
that'll do. I’m going to cash in in a few 
days anyway. And when I do, I want you to 
notify Smoke at engine 10. Don’t forget 
now. Smoke will see that they don’t put me 
in potter’s field.’’ 

On examination it was found that “ Peg," 
in addition to other ailments, was suffering 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, He was 
taken to the tuberculosis hospital at Dun- 
ning, where death claimed him. 


Firemen Do Not Forget Him. 

The only records of the patient were that. 
his name wes ‘‘ Peg.” and that he had a 
friend at engine company No. 10 whose name 
was “Smoke.”

Not one of the firemen who had known

ward, was called upom to identify “ Peg ” 
by: his Hst of voters. 

On consulting the list it wae found that the 
name of the man registered from 349 La 
Galle street, engine bouse 10, was Eugene 
Masterson 

He had lived among the firemen nearly fif- 
teen years and yesterday was the first time 
any of them had ever heard his name. 


Finds Home in Engine House. 

Masterson was about 50 years oid. He 
came to Chicago from Albany, N. Y., where 
he lost his left leg in a railroad accident. 

Soon after his arrival here he took up his 
home at engine house 10, and he vacillated 
between that company and hook and ladder 
No. 9, Washington street and Michigan 
avenue. 

For fifteen years he slept in a chair near 
the “ joker’ at one engine house or another, 
and it is told of him that he caught many 
a “still’’ when the regular firemen on duty 
had fallen asleep. 3

Writer Quotes Letter from Phone 
Company Which Criticises 
J. B. Forgan.

Leading Chicago bankers and business men 
whom Chairman Norman E. Mack of the 
national democratic ¢ommittee has placed on 
his “unfair lst” for having the temerity 
to express their opinion on public affairs yes- 
terday replied to Mr. Mack. They stated 
that his covert threat of a boycott was silly, 
“beneath the notice of intelligent voters. 
and in itself a condemnation of Mr. Mack 
and his campaign methods. 

While they were inclined to view lightly the 
intimation in Chairman Mack’s letter to 
chairmen of state democratic commit- 
tees that a withdrawal of patronage from 
who gave it as their opinion 
that the election of Mr. Taft wae necessary 
to restore pfosperity would be justifiable, 
they admitted that such a proposition came 
dangerously near wwe point where the law 
might step im 

The question of prosecuting Mr. Mack 
under the boycott laws, however, they dis- 
missed with the statement that “ prosecution 
would bring small consolation.” 


Farwell Says It Is Silly. 

“1 think Mr. Mack’s letter te silly and car- 
ries its own condemnation,” said John V. 
Farwell, whose name and firm name were 
listed in Chairman Mack’s “ unfair list.” 

“As an Ameérican citizen, I believe I have 
the right to express my. opinion on public 
affairs without being listed’ We still have 
freedom of speech in this country, I hope. 
The American people are too intelligent to 
take noticé of such letters as that.” 

In order to state his views of Mr. Mack’s 
campaign methods in clear form, Mr. Far- 
well wrote the following statement: 

“As a business corporation we have not 
given any money toany campaign committee 
for a number of years, but we do accord to 
all employés, including myself, the right to 
express their personal views on any public 
question of interest, no matter to what par- 
ticular party they may belong. 

“That is a fundamental right, and the 
American people are too intelligent to take 
any notice of Chairman Mack’s atttempt to 
prevent any citizen from exercising that 
‘right with courage and vigor if he so desires.” 


Others Ridicule a “Boycott.” 

George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, delivered himself of 
some caustic comments on Chairman Mack's 
letter. 

“I see I am one of the guilty ones,” said 
Mr. Roberts. “ Well, I don’t take Chairman 
Mack's statement seriously, I assure you. 
In the first place, my statement regarding 
the desirability of Mr. Taft's election was 
not made to the republican national commit- 
tee, nor at its suggestion. 

“It was a frank statement of my opinion, 
which I assume I have a right to make, just 
as much so as Mr. Mack. 

“The intimation of a boycott contained in 
his letter I can't seein a serious ight. The 
customere Sof thie bank are of various po- 
litical beliefs, but we are not running a 
political institution here. Our customere 
have a right to express themselves on public 
questions, just as we heve.” 

“I regard the suggestion of a boycott in 
Chairman Mack’s letter im the light of oa 
heated campaign statement,’’ said President 
George M. Reynolds of the Continental Na- 
tional bank. ‘“ To tell the truth I don't care 
arap what Chairman Mack says. 

“ There is a serious side to the thing, how- 
ever, and the boycott suggestion comes peril- 
ously near the point where the law might 
step in. But prosecution would be smali 
consolation. 

“I didn’t know that Chairman Mack had 
a-monopoly on free speech. As an Amer- 
lean citizem and voter I claim the fight to 
express my opinion on public questions.”’ 


Mack Says He Asks Fair Play. 
When Chairman Mack heard what the 


letter and his campaign methods he said: 

“All I am contending for is fair play. If 
they object to having their names published 
they must be ashamed of what they say. 

“The theory that the election of a demo- 
crat or the candidate of any other party 
than the republican party will bring hard 
times is unfair and indecent. It is contrary 
to American principles of free government, 
and any man or set of men who persist in 
keeping that theory alive should be known 
to the voters of this country. If they be- 
lieve in their theory they certainly should 
not be ashamed of being known as propa- 
gators of it, If Mr. Bryan is elected they 
will have to live in this country, won’t 
they?’ 3 


GIFTS TO BRYAN CAMPAIGN 
REACH TOTAL OF $310,000. 


List to Be Made Public Today, It Is

Candidate Is in a Happy Mood 
While Making Speeches in 
Nine Towns. 


Wheeling, W. Va., Oct. 14.—[Special. }— 
William Hz. ft believes the attitude of 
vorable to the republican 
party. He bases his opinion on the greetings 
he received during a three days’ tour of Ohio, 
which ended here tonight. Mr. Taft in a 
statement issued here said: 

“TI have spent three days in the state of 
Ohio, much of the time in industrial and 
labor cénters among men who, it wae re- 
ported, were disaffected and opposed to the 
republican party and its candidates. Wher- 
ever I appeared I was cordially received, and 
only an occasional interruption indicated 
that misrepresentation of the at'titude of the 
party and the candidates had made a casual 
impression. 

“TI believe the attitude af labor toward 
the republican party has been misrepresented 
as freely as that of the party and the candi- 
date toward labor, and I find no reason for 
the belief labor will divide other than on 
the lines that have heretofore divided it. 
In my opinion, the norma! republican labor 
vote will be cast as heretofore. 


Farmers Want No Change. 

“In the agricultural regions it is apparent 
that the farmers are opposed to a change 
that will imperil their present prosperity. 

“ The situation. in Ohio is entirely satisfac- 
tory, and no one has any reasonable doubt 
the republicam majority will be a substantial 
one. I certainly have no doubt on the sub- 
ject myself.” 

During the dag the candidate traversed the 
great pottery section of Ohio and at Cadiz 
made his talk to farmers in the center of 
the wool growing district. It was just 
dusk when Mr. Taft left his home state and 
pulled across the Ohio river to West Vir- 
ginia. He had spoken In his own state during 
the day at Wellsville, Empire, Toronto, 
Mingo Junction, Cadiz, Steubenville, Mar- 
tin’s Ferry, Bridgeport, and Bellatre. 


Candidate in Happy Mood. 


That the candidate enjoyed his work is in- 
dicated from the following sentences with 
which he began his Steubenville . address, 
where the crowd was entirely too large to 
be reached by his voice, which is in fairly 
good condition: 

“It is impossible for me to make myself 
heard. This is a fairly good indication that 
republicans are awake, that the third of 
November next will mark the fact that the 
electorate of this country know what they 
are about, and that, having had seven years 
of Theodore Roosevelt and the republican 
party, they don’t want a change.

states like Illinois, Iowa; Kansas; and Mis- 
sour supplying such a large percentage of 
the socialist vote. This has come manifest- 
ly from railroad and industrial centers im 
those states, and this furnishes.the key to the 
present political situation. — 
As I have said, reports made to both the 
‘political parties show a large thcrease in the 
socialist vote. The same story is told not 
only in Milwaukee, Chicago, and St. Louis, 
but in smaller cities ike Des Moines, Atchi- 
son, and Leavenworth. Your real socialist 
is fond of a controversy, and he is not easily 
diverted by the argument of either of the 


old parties. 

As arule the socialist propaganda is taken 
up not so much by prosperous union work- 
men as by outsiders. It is found thet a 
great many of them are as much opposed to 
the unions as they are to the two old parties, 
They say the walking delegates and the 
officers of organized lebor are frequently in 
politics from improper motives. It ie true 
that as a man progresses he is apt to leave 
his socialism behind him. 


Great Leaders See Peril. 

But there is, however, a constantly grow- 
ing percentage of workingmen who labor 
day in and day out for small daily wages, al- 
though they scarcely retain their socialism 
eafter they reach the dignity of becoming 
skilléd laborers. It is also true that the 
socialist party is being fed by the foreign 
element in the community. The sons of 
socialists are apt to become democrats or 
republicans. 

That there is a real danger in the Debs 
movement is conceded by all political leadera, 
but they all know, as I have discovered to 
my own satisfaction, that wherever a con- 
vert is made from one of the old parties, the 
democrats lose in a far greater percentage 
than the republicans. 

There was a time when the populist niove- 
ment reached alarming proportions. It was 
confined largely, however, to the poorer 
classes in the agricultural sections. The 
man who rented a farm, as they do in Lowa, 
and found it difficult to make the 
to his landlord, was apt to drift into the popu- 
list aggregation. 

When good times came, accompanied by 
good crops and good prices, these poor 
farmers became prosperous in their turn. 
The résult/ was the decadence of the populist 
moverbent in Iowa, Nebraska, Kaneas, and 
all of the agricultural states. 


Debs May Poll a Million. 

The socialist movement, which has taken 
its place as an independent factor in politics, 
has made but little headway with the farmer, 
but it has grown astonishingly among the 
common laborers and those with foreign 
training, who brought with them to America 
an idea gained in Europe that socialism 
represents the poor man. 

I was told in Kansas, Nebraska, Wisconsin, 
and even Iowa, that the socialistic move- 
ment has gained more in the last four years 
than it @id im the four years preceding. If 
that be true, it does not seem unreasonable 
to beHeve thet Debs may poll a milHon votes 
this year, and possibly even increase that 


ure, 

In quite a number of places the attack on 
*Taft because of his injunction decisions 
turned thé more intelligent labor leaders 
toward Bryan. The rank and file, however, 
seemed to come to the conclusion that 
neither of the old parties could be trusted 
and these men went to Debs, often leaving 
the democratic party for that purpose. , 

The Haskell episode and the showing’of the 
connection between Standard Oi) and many 
of the democratic leaders have cost Mr. Bry- 
an thousands of votes which have gone to 
Debs and not to Taft. 

There is an apparent tendency in the lat- 
ter half of the brief campaign to get the 
more intelligent forces of the labor vote back 
into the Taft ranks. As his decisions are 


the claim of the republican candidate that 
the rules he laid down while on the bench 
have really become the foundation upon 
which union labor has built iteelf up. 


Trainmen Are for Taft. 


It will be remembered that In the Phelan 
case in Cincinnati, for which Mr. Taft was 
most criticised, he was protecting brother- 
hood engineers against the attack of Debs’ 
Hieutenants who used violence to drive the 
brotherhood men from their engines. Later 
on when the trainmen had their fight with 
Gould at Cincinnati it was Taft’s opinion 
which gave them the means of vacating the 
temporary injunction and winning their case 
against the Gould roads. 

The result is that the trainmen are more 
friendly to the republican candidate than 
other railroaders, while the shopmen, yard- 
men, and common laborers along the rail- 
road lines have drifted to Debs rather than 
to Bryan, and seem inclined to stay in the 
socialist camp, at least for this election. 

The indications are, therefore. for a re- 
duced labor vote, both for Taft and Bryan, 
and an enormously increased vote for Debs, 
who is now running for the presidency for 
the third time, with Bryan as the principal 
loser by the pecullar politica) transforma- 
tion. 


LODGE CALLS DEBS -A PERIL.

It is 
the active force that wrecked the Roman 
empire. It will wreck any empire or any 
country.

Experts Report Evidence of 


Faulty Light Regulation. 


ALDERMEN PREPARE RELIEF 


Committee Considers Act Establishing 
Testing Station. 


City experts who have been working qui- 
etly for some months gathering data for use 
in compiling a gas regulation ordinance re- 
ported yesterday to the council committee 
on gas, oll, and electric light. 

In a report covering nineteen tests, made 
in eighteen different places, the experts pre- 
serted their findings to the committee. Seven 
tests are shown to be within bounds laid 
down by the committee and the remaining 
twelve are declared to be prima facie evidence 
of poor lighting or unnecessary expense to 
the consumer, or both. 

Roger Sullivan, president of the Ogden 
Gas company, and B. G. Cowdery, vice pres- 
ident of the People’s Gas Light and Coke 
comrpany, immediately asked for copies of 
the report and were supplied with them after 
fome discussion, in which it was made evi- 
dent that an ordinance will be recommended 
providing for seven testing stations in vari- 
ous parts of the city and imposing penalties 
of from $50 to $200 for every case of bad 
gas service found by investigators at these 
stations. 

The tests, it was explained to the commit- 
tee, were made ander the direction of Prof. 
Herry McCormack of Armour Institute of 
Technology and Prof. T. W. Hughes, city 
gas inspector of Madison, Wis., and official 
adviser of the Wisconsin legislature on the 
subject of gas supply. 

Finds Rules Smashed in Practice. 

According to the findings of this commit- 
tee, gas pressure should not be greater than 
six inches nor less than 1.5 inches, and the 


. pressure should never increase more than 


100 per cent in twenty-four hours. With 
these principles In view the committee took 
up the consideration of the le, which 
ghowed that in some instances the pressuré 
was twice what it should be and in some it 
was too low, while in several cases it more 
than doubled in the twenty-four hour period.

He 
took the boys home, called Tressie, his 7 
year old daughter, told her to kiss her 
mother good by, and then led all the chil- 
éren to the barn. 

There Seaman showed a revolver and told 
the boys they were to die, but that Tressie 
was to live. With that announcement he 
shot the youngest boy through the heart, 
killing him instantly. Seaman then shot the 
other boy, inflicting a dangerous wound. 
Then Seaman killed himself.

BERLIN, Oct. 14.—Advices are at hand to- 
night from Molde, Norway, telling of the de- 
scent of the Swiss balloon Helvetia to the 
ocean and the rescue of Col. Schaeck and RB. 

A dispatch read eas follows: “A 
fishing boat this afternoon rescued ocoupants 
of the balloon Helvetia at the last moment 
as they were sinking, the gas being totally 
exhausted.

Good Material Scarce. 

In old days when freshmen were Mgidle 
the loss of one man was not so strongly no- 
ticed, as substitutes were plentiful. Now it re- 
quires all sorts of hard work in the *‘ Big Eight ™ 
colleges to get up a strong’ first.team with sub- 
stitutes. Chicago's prospects at the beginning 
of the ecason were not promising, but the team 
has shown such good form in both its games that 
there is every indication of the Chicago-Wisconsin 
@ame being the supreme test of the season. 

This year the Maroons will journey to Madison, 
and this ts a point in favor of the Badgers, as 
they will be playing on their own field. A great 
band of rooters will accompeny the Chicago team, 
and @ mighty band it will have tobe to equa! in size 
and enthusiasm the thousands that turn out for a 
big conttst in Badgerdom. 

Wisconsin’s showing against the strong Law- 
rence team last Saturdey was easily the best of 
any of the western elevens. It was the Badgers’ 
fret contest and gave followers of the game a 
chance to discern their real strength. Wisconsin 
had everything that a good football, team should 
have, from the eimplest formation to the most in- 
tricate and strategic playe of the new game. For- 
ward passes and outside kicks were used with 
great success anid the Lawrence team was be- 
wildered by the versatile attack. Not only were 
the Badgers strong on the offense but they were 
equally good om the defense, keeping the ball in 
their opponents’ territory throughout the game. 


Barry Inspires Wisconsin. 


There are still some good players under the fac- 
wity ban and if they can succeed in lifting their 
conditions Wisconsin will be pretty well fortified 
in material... Coach Barry seems to have instilled 
new life inte the players and they are working 
hard under his directions, 

Net since 1901 has Wisconsin been able to win 
from Chicago. The Maroons were beaten by nearly 
all their western rivals that year and the Badgers 
took them into camp 35 to 0. Since that time Chi- 
cage has been successful in winning from Wis- 
In 1906 and 1007 the conference prohibited 
games between the old rivals, but thie year the 
game between the two institutions again was al- 
lowed. 

At present Chicago has the better back field and 
Wisconsin the stronger line. It now remains to be 
seen whether the Maroons will be. able to stop the 
attacks of the heavy backs which will be sent at 
Chicago's light forwarde.

Thompson, who was strangled and left bound 
hand and foot in her room at 1242 Michigan 
avenue, where her body was found on the 
afternoon of July 1 is 

Mann, who is ehjoying freedom under 
bonds of $25,000, obtained after his prelim- 
inary hearing In the Municipal court, will 
be su red at the Criminal court build- 
ing at 10:30 o'clock this morning, according 
to Charlies E. Erbstein, his attorney. An 
attempt will then be made to gain. his re- 
legse on new bonds, but it le probable that 
the effort will be resisted stoutly by Acting 
State’s Attorney Hobart C. Young, despite 
deciarations by Mr. Erbstein tothe effect 
that he will institute habeas corpus proceed- 
ings if bail be not granted. Mann probably 
would have been locked up in Jail last night 
were it not for the fact that the formal in- 
dictment had ta en returned in court so 
that a capias for his arrest mightbe issued. 


Quick Work by Grand Jury. 


The grand jury réquired only a short time 
in the morning to hear the evidence presented 
by Police Inspector Wheeler against Mann. 
The inepector was on hand with a formidabie 
array of witnesses, but the grand jury found 
it necessary to hear only a part of them be- 
fore taking action. 

Those who testified were Inspector Wheel- 
er, Detective John Norton, who apprehended 
Mann in Phillipsburg, Pa.; Mrs. Alice Ham- 
bleton, housekeeper of the rooming house 
where Mrs. Thompson was’ killed: Maud 
Shanks, Mann's divorced wife; Irene Shanks. 
her. sister; and Walter C. Gilmore, a brother 
ofthe murdered women. Fred Buchrup, the 
storekeeper who identified Mann as the per- 
son to whom he gold a clothesline about the 
time of the murder, was present, but his evi- 
dence was not required. 

Mr. Gilmore identified a picture of his sis- 
ter’s body, bound and gagged, which was 
taken for the police at the morgue. Inspector 
Wheeler and Detective Norton told of the 
police investigation of the case. 

Mrs. Hambleton told th® grand jury that 
she was positive that Mann was the person 
who gave the name of “ Raymond " when he 
came to the rooming house previous to the 
murder. : 

Mann's former wife was reported to have 
testified that she saw him previous to the 
murder at Riverview park and that on that 
occasion he declared he would have Mrs. 
Thompson's money or “ strangle her for it.’’ 
At least this was the information of the police 
respecting her evidence. According to the 
story Mann sald that Mrs. Thompson had 

$1.000 and had cffered him half of it, but 
he wanted the entire amount. ' 

Both Acting State’s Attorney Young and 
Attorney Erbstein declare that. they want 
the case rushed to trial as soon ag possible. 
Mr. Young sald yesterday that the state has 
a strong case and that he believes the evi- 
dence strong engue?h for conviction

The death of Daniel Coit Gilmen re- 
moves from the field of American educa- 
tion one of its most distinguished ex- 
ponents. * He had passed the allotted 
time of life.

He ought also to explain why the “ ade- 
quate security” he woyld exact of the 
banks would not be adequate security for 
any notes they might issue under the 
Aidrich-Vreeland law. 

When Mr. Bryan was openly consorting 
with the populists they were demanding 
a flexible currency to be distributed by 
the government direct to the people on 
adequate security, the rate of interest to 
be 2 per cent per annum, The demo- 
cratic’ plank calling for an emergency 
circulation, presumably of greenbacks, 
bas a strong flavor of the populist flexible 
currency scheme. 

Is an issue of a few hundred millions 
of legal tenders Mr. Bryat’s idea of the 
way to deal with a currency famine? If 
so, he should let the public know it. 


THE CHICAGO REGISTRATION. 

There may be apathy in the republican 
ranks somewhere, but it is clear that 
there is none in Chicago. If the registra- 
tion figures prove nothing else, they prove 
that. Had there been such a falling of 
in the registration in the reliable repub- 
lican wards as there has been in so many 
of the democratic wards it would have 
been said with justice that there was a 
suspicions lack of interest in republican , 
territory, and hence presumably among 
republican voters.

Perhaps the most sensational thing that 
Lord Ripon ever did was his startling con- 
version to the church of Rome, He was 
grand master of the English Freemasons 


at the time, and as such had been asked to 


associate himself in some manner with a 
Masonic decree aimed by the craft through- 
out the world against Pius IX.. in response 
to the latter’s pontifical denunciation of the 
order. This led Lord Ripon to institute a 
searching Inquiry into the posttiow of the 
Roman Catholic church in the matter, and 
the result of the investigation was that he 
became a Catholic, resigning his grand 
mastership of the British Freemasons, which 
was thereupon assumed by the them prince 
of Wales, now King Bdward., 

Neither Lord Ripon’s wife nor his son 
and only child followed him into the Roman 
Catholic church, nor did he niake any at- 
tempt to induce them to do so, and the dif- 
fererice of their creed wae never in any way 


allowed to impair the affectionate relations 
} which exist between them. 


Lord Ripon has satin parliament ever since 
1852—that is to say, for fifty-six years—hav- 
ing, after a brief term of office as attaché of 
legation at Brussels, entered the house of 
commons in 1862 as liberal member for 
Hull. In 1850 he succeeded nis father ae 
earl of Ripon, and his uncle as Karl de Grey, 
and on taking his seat in the house of lofds 
was appointed under secretary cf atate for 
war, eventually succeeding to the ¢hieftain- 
ship of that’ department and a place in the 
eabinet at the age of 36. 

Since then he has been secretary of state 
for India, first lord of the adniiralty, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, lord president 
ef the privy council, and, by the special de- 
sire of the late Queen Victoria, who was 


fond of him, his great friend, Gladstone, con-. 


fided to him the viceroyalty of India. 


— 


The marquis inaugurated his term of office 
as viceroy by a queer dispute with Gen. 
“Chinese” Gordon, whom he had taken out 
to India as his private secretary. Even 
before they reached Calcutta they fell out 
with each other. 

Lord Ripon had directed Gen. Gordon to 
write one of the native dignitaries of Bom- 
bay to acknowledge his receipt of a pamphiet 
and to say that he, Lord Ripon, bad perused 
it with interest. 

Gen. Gordon, who Was aware that Lord 
Ripon, had not even cut the pages of the 
pamphiet, far less read it, deciined to write 
anything of the kind, although it was pointed 
out to bim that the acknowleigment which 
he was asked to write was merely a per-~ 
functory order, a species of facon de parler. 

The general, however, declined to see mat- 
ters in this light, declared that he could 
never accustom himself to these white lies 
of social and official usage, and threw up his 
lucrative private secrétaryship at a moment’s 
notice, returning to Europe, subsequently to 
Perish at, the hands of the dervishes. at 
Khartum. 

Lord Ripon’s patronymic is Robinson, and 
his family wae founded by William Robin- 
son, lord mayor of York, in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, and who varried on a 
large trade with Hamburg. His son 
was likewise lord mayor of York, and his 
grandson member of parftament for the city. 
In fact, in each generation until the middle 
of the eighteenth century the Lead of the 
Robinson family was identified with the city 
of York, either as lord mayor or as mem- 
ber of parliament, Sir William, first baronet 
of the line, and chief magistrate of that city, 
marrying the daughter 6f George Alslabie of 
Studley Royal, near Ripon. 

it was owing to this alliance that Studley 
Royal eventually came into the family of 
Lord Ripon on the death, at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, of Miss Georgiana 
Aisiabie, the last of the family.

Its best known member was her grand- 
father, John Aislabie, who remains on rec- 
ord as having while chancelor of the €x- 
chequer promoted and passed’ through par- 
liament the. bill for the enterprise éventu- 
ally known as the “ South Sea bubble,” and 
which, according to him, was destined to 
enable the government to Nquidate and pay 
off the national debt. 

The collapse of this extraordinary scheme 
and the wholesale ruim which followed in 
its wake drove him from office, landed him in 
the tower of London as a prisoner of state, 
whence on release he returned to Studley 
Royal, where he spent the remainder of 
his days in a considerable amourtt of seclu- 
sion, byes himgelf to his superb gar- 
dens and retaining sufficient money to be 
enabled to purchase the adjoining Fontaine 
abbey estate, 

There is nothing worthy of any particular 
save the shoot- 
‘Ing. But the Fontaine abbey 1uins are of 
wonderful interest, 

The abbey owed its foundation to St. Ber- 
nard, the author and composer of that so 
widely popular and well kmown hymn com- 
mencing with “ Jertisalem the Golden.’’ 

St. Bernard was born in the eleventh cen- 
tury at Fontaine, in Burgundy, and after 
creating the Cistercian monastery of Clair- 
vaux, brought into existence no less than a 
hundred other Cistercian monasteries, of 
which Fontaine abbey, deriving its name 
from his birthplace in Burgundy, was the 
one most dear to him: 

In the course of time Fontaine abbey 
became known as the most enlightened 
school of thought in, medieval christendom. 
and the stately church renowned as one of 
the foblest fanes of Europe. Henry VITII.. 
who rufmed so many abbeys, intended to 
spare Fontaine. He intended ii to be the 
cathedral for a great diocese wWiich he had 
planned out for Lancaster. But its enormous 
wealth proved too much for his cupidity, 
and he ended by confiscating it, selling the 
building and lands to Sir Richard Gresham. 
founder of the royal exchange.

He atoned, however, for this disappoint- 
ment of the anticipations of the church of 
Rome in the matter by purchasing at atic- 
tion the beautiful church of San Damiano, 
near Assisi, in Italy, so sacred to the mem- 
ories of St. Francis and St. Clare, when it 
was confiscated by the Italian government, 
and having estabi'ahed by rurchase bis rights 
of proprietorship not only to the church but 
also to the various buildings and Jands con- 
nected therewith, placed the nronks of Bt.

Iron Age Sees Signs That Railroads 
Soon Must Take Care of Imme- 
diate Requirements. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—[Special.]—-The Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 

“October promises to be remembered as a 
month in which the market drifted after hav- 
ing shown through successive months 
measurable gains in buying power. Some 
signs are recognized of preparations by the 
railroads to take care in the near future of 
imperative needs, particularly in equipment. 
Steel] manufacturers have found proof that 
the demand of the country calls for an in- 
crease in commonly accepted estimates, 

“'The South Chicago and Ensley mills have 
been best employed, the former having now 
a-record of about 50 per cent operation for 
the year. Of actual rail orders only about 
5,000 tons are reported in the last week, the 
Illinois mill taking the 3,800 tons from the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas. At Chicago 
considerable improvement is noticed in the 
buying of track supplies. 

‘Structural business shows some life. In 
the last week the Carolina, Clinchfield and 
Ohio bridge contract for 3,000 tons has been 
closed, and the New York Centra! has taken 
8,000 tons for bridges for its belt line at Buf- 
falo. Bids are going in this week for 6,000 
tons for the McKinley traction syndicate 
bridge over the Mississippi river at St. Louis. 

* Steel bar specifications have been a con- 
spicuously good feature in finished material, 
but in the sheet and tinplate trades opera- 
tions are much restricted. The export trade 
continues satisfactory. All pig iron markets 
are conspicuously dull. 

“The Sault mill is starting, and its coke 
requirements for the year are put at 150,000 
to 200,000 tons. The Lake Superior ore move- 
ment for the year is now estimated at 22,000,- 
000 to 28,000,000 tons. 


Iron Trades Review. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 14.—[B8pecial.]—The

The receivers say: ‘‘ During the twenty 
working days from July 2 to July 25, 1908, 
owing to the business depression and the 
small demands for products of the mill, we 
were able to keep only seven mills in opera- 
tion, only one of which was in operation at 
its full capacity.

Western Union Business Shrinks.

Superintendent Urges Busi-| 


ness Men to Help New Ed- 
ucational Movement. 


SKS PRACTICAL ADVICE. 


Chieago Association of Commerce 
Members Promise Action 
in Near Future. * 


Definite cotperation between the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and the board of 
education in the management of the city’s 
industrial and “ continuation’’ schools be- 
came & matter of the near future yesterday. 

E. G. Cooley, superintendent of schools, 
edéressed the association's ways and means 
committee at a luncheon at the Great North- 
ern hotel and urged the appointment of an 
advisory committee of business men to help 


- the school authorities in their undertaking. 


He was told by members of the committee 
that some such action will be taken as soon 
es a practical working scheme can be de- 
vised. 

“It is not a matter of chance or of mere 
material resources that has given Germany 
is supremacy in the commercial world," said 
Mr. Cooley. “ It is their wonderful system of 
industrial training, and I was surprised last 
summer to find to what extent bodies of 
business men are assisting in conducting the 
gchools. In Leipsic, for example, there isa 
committee of fifty men giving money and 
edvice and keeping in constant touch with 
the school system. 

“It's pretty hard, you know, for a school- 
master to teach and ‘keep up’ at the same 
time. <A teacher of industrial subjects is 
likely to fall into the teaching of commercial 
principies of years ago unless he keeps in 
touch with the active business man And 


I believe you can do as much toward giving. 


@ practical turn to our American commercial 
achools ag any body of men in the country. 


How They Do It in Germany. 

“The ordinary business man in Germany 
didn’t find fault because the eighth grades 
didn't turn out a product ready to their hand. 
They provided a place for the youngsters to 
go after they were compelled to leave the 
Teguiar schools—and that is what must Be 
done in Chicago. 

“This little continuation school which we 
are opening at the Hoyne building is meant 
to be the beginning of our commercial high 
school which we expect to have in a few 
years on the site of the present Jones school. 
And the school board will take care of your 
boys as fast as you will send them. 

“ Arrangements have been made to open 
the Haven school evenings if the classes at 
the Hoyne school aren't big enough. If you 
men will make provision so your clerks can 
get off we'll start the evening classes at 4 
o'clock. They ought to run all day. I'd 
like to open them Sundays, as they do in 
Germany, but I don’t suppose we can do that. 
We can Saturdays. 

“We can’t do this successfully without 
your help: Without the business man the 
tendency will be for ordinary teachers to 
lapse into academics. You would do well, I 
think, to appoint an advisory committee to 
help the school men in this, and I hope it wil) 
be done.” 


Chicago as “World Market.” 


A vivid picture of Chieago as ‘the great 
world market " was painted by O. P. Austin, 
chief of the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, who preceded 
Mr. Cooley on the program. 

The one thing ry to make Chicago 
supreme commercialiy—a gulf to the lakes 
Ceep waterway—can be accomplished with- 
out encountering a single serious engineering 
problem, Mr.) Austin told his hearers. With 
the completion of the Panama canal, he de- 
clared, the city would become the greatest 
port in the world | 

“ Do you ask me if the project is feasible,”’ 
he waid. “For answer, I point to the work 
now going on on the isthmus of Panama. 
Who doubt that a nation which is build- 
ing such a canal as that in a trepica! climate 
would be able and willing to tuild another 
which would carry ocean vessels to the heart 
of her greatest producing section? 

“The Mississippi vailey has the most re- 
liable rainfall of any great temperate zone of 
the world. It justifies its title—the granary 
of the world. 

“With the building of such a waterway, 
Chicago would be a sea coast city, a city at 
which the ocean vessels engaged in trade 
with all parts of the world would load and 
unload. The flage of gl! nations would float 
at your docks, and the products of the occi- 
dent and the orient would meet here to be ex- 
changed for those of the world’s most pro- 
ductive area and to meet the wants of the 

world's most prosperous people.’’

Provisions Followed in Canada 


ADOPTION NOT MANDATORY. 


Tardy American Roads Expected to 


Soon Follow General Action.

The Grand Trunk railway has announced 
that it will follow the action taken by the 
raliroads in the United States in adopting 
the new uniform bilb of lading promulgated 
by the interstate comumerce commission. 
A ciroular has been issued from the general 
offices of the company in Montreal, notify- 
ing ali agents that all shipments are to be 
made under the provisions of the new Dill 
after Nov. 1. As the 416 roads in official 
classification territory will not accept ship- 
ments after that date except under the new 
bill of lading, unless 10 per cent is added to 
the freight rate, and ae the western and some 
of the southern roads are expected to take 
similar action, it seeme likely that the wishes 
of the framers of the new bill for uniformity 
in this regard all over the country will be 
fulfilled. 


No Power to Enforce Adoption. 

The use of the bill was not made manda- 
tory by the commission, as it had not the 
power to require its use, but if it is adopted 
by the railroads and made a part of the 
classifications legally filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission, the shippers will 
have no alternative but to accept it and fle 
their protests later against any of its pro- 
visions which may work out unfavorably for 
them after a trial. 

The western roads sre prevented from 
announcing its adoption at present, because 
of a rule in the classification which was 
made at the meeting in July at Manitou, 
Colo., and which has been filed with the in- 
terstate commerce commission, that all ship- 
ments will be carried at carrier's common 
law liability. The roads are now taking a 
vote on the question whether the interstate 
commerce commission shall be asked to 
permit an amendment to the classification, 
substituting the provisions of the uniform 
bill for this rule. 

Railroads in the. Transcontinental Pas- 
senger association, which have had consid- 
erable correspondence With the interstate 
commerce commission in regard to the re- 
quirements to the filing and posting of 
tariffs in public pleces, have been ad- 
vised by the tariff bureau of the commission 
that it is permissible for two or mcre carriers 
to establish a joint agency for keeping their 
publie files of passenger tariffs at any of the 
points where such public files must be main- 
tained. 

There are about 300 cities which have been 
prescribed by the commission as filing places 
for the railroads of not only all of their 
tariffs but alse rate sheets showing the fares 
to points on other roads with which they 
have joint rates. The only indices of pas- 

genger tariffs which the carrier is required 
to publicly post and file are the indices of 
tariffs which such carrier or joint agent 


issues. 

Western Roads Plan Conference. 
The roade in the Western Passenger asso- 
ciation have attempted to arrange for a con- 
ference with the commission in regard to 
the requirements and a committee appointed 
for the purpose has asked for an appoint- 
ment for a hearing at Washington, but thue 
far nothing has been heard from the com- 

mission in reply. 

The date on which the order of the inter- 
state commerce commission for lower freight 
rates on live stock shipped from western and 
southwestern territory to the packing cen- 
ters becomes effective has been extended 
from Oct. 15 to Nov. 1. The extension was 
granted in order to give further time for the 
hearing now in progress before three United 


tion proceedings brought by fifty-six rail- 
roids against the order of the commission. 

The annual meeting of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway will be held today. 
One of the most important subjects for con- 
sideration at the meeting is expected to be 
the contracts for the erection of thé new 
passenger terminal at Madison and Canal 
streets.
